Claims 1-10, 13-15, 20 and 22-23 have been found to be allowable over the prior art of 


The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Methods for the printing of an image on a transfer sheet followed by the transfer of the 
image from the transfer sheet to a target substrate through the use of an activating solvent, such 
as taught by U.S. Patent Nos. 6,153,038 to Brooker and 4,770,732 to Steelman, are known in the 
art. Although Brooker discloses the step of forming an image by applying a first layer of a 
waterfast (non-water soluble) medium to the uncoated surface of an ink-jet transparency sheet 
having a coating on one surface thereof adapted to receive hydrophilic solvent-based inks, none 
of the prior art of record specifically teach or suggest such a method wherein the waterfast (non- 
water soluble) image forming medium is applied to the coated surface of an ink-jet transparency 
sheet wherein the coating is adapted to receive hydrophilic solvent-based ink.

Response to Amendments and Arguments 
In response to the amendments and arguments filed July 8, 2002 and the 
telephonic interview of August 20, 2002 (see Interview Summary, paper No. 7), claims 1-10, 13- 
15, 20 and 22-23 have been found to be allowable over the prior art of record as set forth and 
explained in sections (2) and (3), above. This action is in specific response to the amendments to 
applicant claims 1 and 20 which were amended to disclose that the waterfast (non-water soluble) 
image forming medium is applied to the coated surface of an ink-jet transparency sheet wherein 
the coating is adapted to receive hydrophilic solvent-based ink. Though Brooker discloses the 
step of forming an image by applying a first layer of a waterfast (non- water soluble) medium to 
the surface of an ink-jet transparency sheet having a coating on one surface thereof adapted to 
receive hydrophilic solvent-based inks, he specifically teaches away from the instant invention 
disclosing that the waterfast medium must be applied to the smooth, uncoated backside. The 
objection and rejection of original claims 11 and 12, set forth in the first office action mailed 
April 1, 2002, has been rendered moot by the cancellation of those claims.
